meet them. In July, 1873, $48,000 of the city 


bonds matured, and were paid and canceled. | 


Under the Constitution of the State, the munici- 
pal bonded debt cannot be increased beyond 5 
per cent of the assessed value of the taxable 


property according to the State assessment, The 


present limit of the debt is 611. 205,931. As the 


debt exceeded that amount at the time of the 


adoption of the Constitution, it is not likely that 
we wiil have any margin for borrowing for many 
yeare to eome, Of the present debt, $37,000 ma- 
tures July 1, 1874; $1v0,000 July 1, 1875, and 
$95,000 July 1, 1876. In 1881 there win mature 
$886,500 of city bonds ; in 1874, $95,000 of water 
bonds; in 1877, $272,060 water bonds; and in 
1880, $500,000 of Gity bonds. The water bonds 
will be paid, and if the city by that time shall 
have recovered from the extraordinary expendi- 
tures caused by the fire, the city bonds will also 
be paid; if not, other bonds may be issued in 
lieu of them. 

For the debt, the city has to show her sewer- 


age, her water-works, and her paved streets. 


The water-works alone are valued at $6,228,000. 
It owns real estate valued at $2,256,000, and pub- 
lic buildings valued at $2,225,000. The credit of 
the city may be judged from the fact that in 
December last, with an empty Treasury, no 
available assets, and in the height of the dis- 
tress of the panic, Chicago was able to borrow all 
the money she needed to relieve her temporary 
embarrasaments at the low rate of 7 per cent 
interest. : 7 

The Comptroller enters a strong appeal in be- 
half of a reduction of expenditures, and a con- 
sequent reduction of taxes, until such time as 
the city and the people can recover from the se- 
vere exactions made upon them since the fire. 

The radical error in our system of taxation is 
apparent in this, as well as in all previous annual 
statements of city officers: Our municipal year 
begins April 1. The appropriations for that year 
are made June 30. The rate of tax to meet the 
appropriations is fixed in November. The tax 
itself ig collected partially in January, and in 
small installments until July or August, when 
the tax-sale takes place. The bulk of the 
years taxes are not collected until four or 
five months after the year has expired. In the 
meantime a new year has begun, which has an 
enlarged appropriation; the new year has to be 
supplied with funds from the previous year’s 
tax-levy; asthe previous year’s tax-levy was 
from $400,000 to $600,000 less than the appro- 
priations for the new year, there is 9 deficit to 
this amount; this deficit isincreesed by what- 
ever failure to collect the taxes may have oc- 
curred, and thus we go on from year to year, the 
deficit increasing, until now it is represented by 
an immense floating debt in addition to that 
caused by the defalcation in the Treasury, There 
should be a remedy for this, and the only remedy 
we can suggest at this time is a reduction of the 
expenditures for 1874-5 to the extent of $1,000," 
000 compared with that of 1873-4. In this way 
the City Treasury may be able to recover a por- 
tion of the equilibrium which is annually de- 
stroyed by the increase of each year’s appro- 
priations over those of the preceding year. 

Considering the extraordinary events which 


have happened in Chicago during the last three 
| years, the immense destruction of property, the 


annihilation of revenue, and the general private 
losses, this exhibit of the city finances is very 
gratifying. It shows that, despite all these 
things, the wealth and resources of the city were 
never so great, nor its ability to meet all its lia- 


bilities so evident. If the Common Oouncil 


would adopt the Comptroller's advice and ro- 
duce expenditares for a few years to actual 
necessities, the financial condition of Chi- 
cago would be unsurpassed by that of any 
municipality in the United States. |

BURNING COAL MINES. 


The Fire in the Kidder Mine under 
Centrol--A Successful Means of Ex- 
tinguishing the Flames. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., April 30.— The. subter- 
ranean fire at the Kidder mines is still raging 
furiously, but the supposition is that it is being 
1 BROUGHT UNDER CONTROL, 
as the vast volumes of heat arising from the 
shaft and crevices.in the earth have lost seme 
of their intensity. Smoke, steam, and sulphur- 
ous vapors are continually issuing from the 
ground in many places, and, for a considerable 
distance from the scene, the atmosphere is 
strongly impregnated and difficult to breathe. 
It is now impossible to approach the fire. as 
every gangway or avenue leading to it has been 
OLOSED WITH SOLID MASONRY, 

in order to prevent any draft of air from feed- 

ing the flames, and toconfine the steam which is 

being introduced, and which is found to be much 
more effectual than the efforts to drown out the 
fire with water during the three and a half 
months after the fire began. Had it been possi- 
ble to confine to the immediate locatity of the 
fire the immense volume of water which was run 
into the mine, it would have been comparatively 
easy to fill the mine and at once 

SUBMERGE THE DESTROYING ELEMENT, 

but, as the water found a lower level in the 
Empire mine, some distance away, a large por- 
tion of the burning coal was not reached by the 
water, and the consequence was that the fire 
spread with such rapidity as to render the fur- 
ther use of water impracticable, and to drive the 
men from that part of the mine which was 
burning. 


THE PRESENT PLAN 
of extinguishing the burning coal is thought to 
be working very successfully. Thirty steam 
boilers are in place to-day forcing steam 
through half-a-dozen large pipes, and 
during this week ten additional boilers 
will be in operation. The fre will- not probably 
spread further under the present modus 
operandi, but will be confined within an area of 
4,500 by 1,200 feet, and the miners quite
